A EF Headquarters, Northern Ireland, May 19 (A P)— ! 
Tens of thousand}* of fresh United States soldiers, newly 
landed with their own tanks and artillery from a convoy al­ 
most as lartfe as the greatest of 1918, powerfully reinforced 
earlier contingents in advanced training at Ulster bases 
today. 
Equipped with millions of dollars worth of battle tools, 
they arrived amid public enthusiasm in Britain for opening 
an Allied front affa inst Germany in western Europe. 
"This is the finest I’ve ever seen,” commented a veteran 
British officer who witnessed the unloading. 
Destroy One Sub 
Many among the sturdy youths are from middle western 
and north central states. 
Some already have served in the 
Pacific. 
Fit and eager, they make up the most formidable of 
the American forces landed here since the first arrived in 
January. 
The convoy outfoxed Axis submarines on the 2,400-mile j 
voyage, its escort delivering thunderous depth charge attacks 
and its gun crews alert for aerial onslaughts that never 
came. Observers expressed belief that at least one submarine 
could not have escaped the depth charges.

IS MOVING TO 


LITTLESTOWN 


The Blue Ridge Rubber Company, 
whose plant was destroyed by fire at 
Taneytown last month, has pur­ 
chased the plant of the Cannon 
Shoe Company at Littlestown and 
before the end of next month ex­ 
pects to be employing from 200 to 
300 men and women in the m anic i 
f actu re of street shoes and rain­ 
coats for the United States Army. 
That announcement wa* made UU* 
afternoon by E. W. Dunbar, vice 
president of the rubber company. 
He said that by June 20 the for­ 
mer shoe company property, which 
has been idle much of the time for 
the last several years and has been I 
unused since last fall, Is expected to 
be ready for use by his company. 
When production begins it will be 
at the rate of 1.000 to 1.500 rain­ 
coats and 4,000 pairs of shoes per 
day. The number of employes will 
be increased above 300 later, he 
stated. 
Rebuilding Old Plant 
The purchase price paid for the 
Littlestown property was not dis­ 
closed but the rubber company was 
busy today moving its equipment 
into the new quarters. 
Re-built 
machinery from the destroyed plant 
at Taneytown and other machinery 
from another plant of the Blue 
Ridge company at Cambridge, Mas­ 
sachusetts, will be taken to Littles­ 
town. 
At the site of the quarter million 
dollar blaze in Taneytown, workmen 
are busy clearing away debris to 
start re-building operations as soon 
as possible. Mr. Dunbar said that 
it is hoped that in three months a 
part of the Taneytown plant, which 
employed more than 1.000 persons 
before the fire, will be able to re­ 
sume operations.

KOREAN TELLS 


HOW JAPS SEEK 


WORLD MIGHT 


Korea, where 23 million people 
have been stripped of all weapons, 
tools that might serve as weapons, 
history books, their ancient family 
names and even their language by 
their Japanese conquerors, was held 
up as "exhibit No. I of a conquered 
nation.” by P. William Lee, Korean 
native who Ls now a dental engineer 
in York, in an address before the 
Gettysburg Lions and their ladies 
at a Charter Night celebration Mon­ 
day evening. 
"For 32 years the Japs have held 
Korea yet they dare not now’ attempt 
to conscript Koreans for service in 
their army. 
Once they called for 
volunteers and 400 Koreans were 
trained and sent into China to help 
in that invasion. 
The first thing 
they did was get rid of their Jap­ 
anese officers, 
Mast cf them were 
later executed and the remainder 
sent back to their homes,” the 
speaker related. 
Planned Invasion 
Mr. Lee pictured Pearl Harbor 
and the widespread Japanese offen­ 
sive that has followed as "not an 
unprepared, spontaneous foray by 
the Japs" but rattier as the long- 
planned beginning of a new phase 
of a 50-year program of expansion 
which has for its ultimate goal the 
invasion and conquest of Hie United 
States and the dictation of peace 
terms from the Will Ie House bv 
Japanese war lords. 
“While the Jap* were toking mil­ 
lions of dollars from the Americans 
will) one I land at the time of their 
earthquake disaster and were re­ 
ceiving millions of pounds of rice 
from Korea, they were going on 
with their 
military 
preparations 
with the other hand—planning to 
attack their benefactors ms soon 
as they were sufficiently prepared," 
the speaker continued. 
"Not Civilized” 
"Tile Japs are smart people. They 
are fanatically religious in the wor­ 
ship of their emperor as the Son 
of God—but they can’t be consid­ 
ered human, civilized people," Mr. 
Lee declared as he recited the Jap 
atrocities in Korea that began with 
the murder of the Queen, slaughter 
of thousands of unarmed un-resist- 
ing men and women and large 
groups of students. 
Mr. Lee. who was born in Korea 
but spent the last 20 years in this 
country where he graduated from

(two and one half miles) the Ger­ 
mans put into action three tank 
columns, the first of IOO machines, 
the second about 80. and the third 
50. 
"The tanks In the rear pushed 
ahead of those which were burning 
until they, too, were forced to halt 
by our anti-tank fire. 
"Later the Fascist tank units be­ 
came less active. 
They now dis­ 
play manifest caution and shrink 
from anti-tank fire. 
Shrink Under Fire 
"German infantry following each 
tank column rushes from one side 
to the other when it falls under our 
fire. 
"The 
enemy’s ‘spring 
infantry’ 
doesn’t venture into attack without 
tanks. A considerable part of it con­ 
sists of green infantrymen brought 
from France or mobilized in Ger­ 
many." 
Many of these troops are towed 
into battle in armored trailers be­ 
hind the tanks, but when the tanks 
are knocked out the counterattack 
is disrupted. Red Star said.

Now, he said, with the O erm an 
army deteriorating and in difficulties 
in Russia, the new American arrivals 
with prospect of still further rein­ 
forcements make it possible for the 
Allies to plan for an offensive with 
at least 20 divisions, 300.000 men 
“For the first time since the out­ 
break of the war the G erm an gen­ 
eral staff finds its armies outnum ­ 
bered on both east and west,” he 
observed. 
"This was accompanied by unde­ 
niable proof th a t the U -boat fleets 
which have failed to starve B ritain 
also have failed to prevent the tran s­ 
portation of large num bers of Amer­ 
ican troops across the A tlantic.”

said. 
The air ministry reported that the 
Prlnz Eugen was escorted by four 
destroyers and a swarm of German 
fighter planes.

The British planes strafed the 
decks of the destroyers with can- 
nonfire and shot down five of the 
Nazi fighters, the ministry said, but 
it acknowledged that nine British 
planes had failed to return from 
the combat. 
Both the Royal navy and the air 
force have been lying in wait for the 
Prlnz Eugen to venture from her 
Norwegian refuge ever since she 
made a daring dash through tile 
English channel last February in 
c o m p a n y with the 
Battleships 
Seharnhorst and Onelsenau.

May 3 that the Seharnhorst and 
Gneisenau were heavily damaged 
and would be out of action for many 
months, said the after part of the 
Prinz Eugene needed "very consid­ 
erable repair."

TIRED OF WAR; 
LOOK TO PEACE 


3 MINERS DIE 
IN EXPLOSION 


McMechen. W Va., May 19 (AP> 
—A terrific explosion killed three 
men in the Hltchman Coal and Coke 
company mine early Monday and 
seriously burned two others. 
Tile company announced that IO 
other miners in the affected area 
escaped unhurt. 
The bodies of Harry Parks 8nd 
Mike Pol us were recovered but the 
body of John Mojrpr was still miss­ 
ing. the company said. 
Daniel Polos, brother of Mike 
Folus and Albert Val en bots were 
token to a hospital with* bums. 
Guards kept spectators from the 
mine entrance because the explosion 
' knocked down high tension wires, 
severing mine power lines. 
The ten uninjured men were in a 
section possibly a quarter of a mile 
from the explosion, which occurred 
near the entrance. When their pow­ 
er failed they made their way to 
safety. 
Cause Unknown 
A preliminary check failed to show
